Long Range Cannon Used 
By British Inventors 
Over Thirty Years Ago 


IR GEORGE GREENHILL writ 
ing in the London Times sayt 
“Paris 
a bombardment from a gun lo- 


caléd at a range of 120 kilometres, 
or 75 miles, 


Fragments of the pro- 
Jectile reveal a calitre of 240 milll- 
metres, or 9.5 inches, practically the 
calibre of the gun employed by us 30 
years ago in the Jubjlee experiments 
at Shoeburyness, 

“These experiments were sanction 
ed in 1887-with the object of testing 
the ballistic tables and artillery 
theory of the day, in long-range Gre, 
‘sa Jong as was then obtainable, Our 
gun was elevated to 40 degtees, and 
fired a shpll weighing 380 pounds, 
with a muzzle velocity of about 2,400 
feet per secoud, and the Tange mens 
ured was over 22,000 yards, or 12 
miles. On Galileo's theory, and in 
the absence of air resistance, this ve~ 
locity would send the abot to nearly 
threefold this range, so that the great 
influence is revealed of the resist~ 
ance of the air, although the shot 
must have been sailing along for tho 
most part at a height of two or three 
miles, in air of nearly half the dens- 
ity here on the ground, In calcula- 
tons of long-range fire, this correc- 
tion for tenulty of the air is {mport- 
ant, and the labor is thereby much 
Increased. 

Calculations beforehand were in- 
wited, In 1887, to predict the range 
to be expected, with the condition of 
being deposited before the gun was 
Gred, The result obtained by Lieut. 
Wooley Dod, R.A., was In very sutis- 
factory accordance with the actuat 
practice, as ho hag made a careful 
allowance for tenuity. A description 
of his calculation will be found in 
the official “Text Book of Gunnery,” 
1902, This was for the muzzle vo- 
locity 2,400 fect per second, consid- 

very high 30 yoars ago,’ But to- 
we have a gun of the same cali- 
bre to throw its shot to six-fold range, 
and if we assume with Galileo that 
double velocity will throw to four 
fold range, the German gun must 
give a velocity of something ap- 
Proaching 6,000 feet per second. This 
may be reduced to 6,000 or less, if 
the projectile is almost solid, lke = 
shot, with more weight to overcomo 
alr resistance. The gun, too, may bo 
elevated to 45 degrees, and ove 

re quickly the 

ground alr, and reach the attenuated 
strata for its horizontal fight, sailing 
along at a height of nearly 20 miles. 

And if be does not stop there 
(with the Inereditte velocity of 5,000 
feet per second), but is prepared to 
promise a doubled velocity again, and 
& fourtold range of 300 miles, what 
is to prevent London from being 
bombarded from Ostend, or Cologn 
from Dover? The artillery enthu 
last may then indulge In some mathe- 

atical amusement by treating the 
shot as if ft werd an independent sa- 
tellite, moving in a radiating eld of 
gravity in an elliptic path, appreciab- 
ly different from the parabola of 
Galtleo,

Under 
modern conditions of battle an army 
ts not in a position to lose ground, 
even a few miles, without some loos 
of men and material, Events io 
France during wis week of April 
have led again to a sliortage of medi: 
cal men with tbe army, for It stands 
to reason that in any toll of prison 


ers taken from its feld forces a cer- 
taln percentage will repreyent the 
medical personnel, And that per- 


centage must often be a bigh one, ax 
{a the aove of the clearing stations 
mobility cannot be considered as = 
factor, while forther forward, near 
the battle Lines, the duty of the med! 
cal man keeps him beside the wound- 
ed whe canmot make good thelr re~ 
treat, It fs not yet known for cer- 
tain how many medical men are miss 
ing; the number is probably not 
large, but even a amall loss of those 
officers Js a matter of importance ow- 
|ing to conditions brought about dl 
| reetty by the war, It is on this ac- 
count tat the London papers have 
called attention to the possibility of 

shortage of surgeons. Such # abort- 


ce, even uporary, must be met

‘The situation Is summed up in a 
letter Issued by the Ministry of Na-

aware.” runs the appeal, “that the 
number of ten in these classes who 
can be available is amall, and we 


know that in many areas the number 
Of civilian practitidhers has been Te 
duced to a level wi 

ansiety to medical authorities; but 
the situation whlch has to be facod 
{s serious, and we are confident that 
the volustary spirit of medical mea 
will face it. Brery one of them who 
Fesponds tmmediately will be per- 
forming an act of practical patriot- 
ism.” 

This statement brings up the ques- 
tion of medical personnel for all the 
hilied armies In France, aad throws 
an entirely bew,Ught on the general 
medical situation. ‘Tho truth may be 
expressed ina nutabell, If battles oa 
the scale of the last occur several 
times during the summer a shortage 
| vital to the success of the troops will 
|arise. In fact there are not enough 

doctors and hospital beds at prevent, 
and it i perfectly obvious that the 
Dumber must be inereased in the near 
future. ‘Such things cannot be left 
{to chatice, or the work of treating 
the wounded will be performed tm an 
Unsatisfactory, haphazard and partial 
| manner. If another succession ct bat-
